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KPFA  had  not  been  on  the  air  many  hours,  back  in  those  quivery  first  days  in 
1949,  when  a  sound  appeared  over  our  airwaves  seldom  heard  on  anyone's  air- 
waves in  those  days,  and  even  more  seldom  today:  the  sound  of  a  live  serious  mu- 
sician at  work.  We  have  expanded  our  programming  of  live  music  mightily  since 
that  first  Studio  Concert,  and  have  come  to  be  recognized  by  the  serious  musician 
in  the  area  as  the  ideal  place  to  perform  the  music  that  is  important  .to  him,  free 
from  concern  as  to  whether  or  not  this  music  can  be  counted  on  to  sell  out  at  the 
box  office.  There  is  something  about  music  played  "in  person"  that  no  hi-fi  re- 
cording can  duplicate:  the  projection  of  the  immediacy,  the  effort,  and  the  joy 
of  recreation  that  constitute  the  performer's  art.  We  maintain  our  studio  concerts 
for  this  reason,  and  also  because  of  the  important  role  they  play  in  placing  the 
worthy,  as-yet-unsung  or  sung-to -the -skies  performer  before  the  public  he  needs 
if  he  is  to  thrive. 

With  this  Folio  we  announce  with  no  little  pride  an  important  forward  step  in, 
KPFA's  service  to  the  live  musician,  and  to  his  public:  the  broadcasting  on-the- 
spot  of  the  major  events  in  the  1957  Carmel  Bach  Festival,  via  direct  line  from 
Sunset  Auditorium  in  Carmel.  This  is  the  twentieth  annual  occurrence  of  a  festival 
that  is  now  regarded  as  the  major  summer  musical  event  on  the  West  Coast.  In 
joining  forces  with  its  management  we  acknowledge  there  something  of  a  kindred 
spirit;  for  the  Carmel  Bach  Festival  is  another  potent  cultural  force  that  has  over- 
come enormous  human  and  financial  difficulties  to  gain  a  permanent  foothold  on 
our  stern  and  rockbound  coast.  This  event,  like  every  concert  of  live  music  KPFA 
has  ever  broadcast,  has  been  made  possible  through  the  generous  cooperation  of 
the  San  Francisco  and  Monterey  locals  of  the  American  Federation  of  Musicians, 
who  share  our  concern  at  the % lack  of  live  music  on  the  air,  and  recognize  the 
modest  but  important  contribution  we  are  trying  to  make  to  correct  this  lack. 

In  broadcasting  these  concerts,  as  with  the  other,  more  nearby  "remote"  pick- 
ups we  have  had  in  the  past. .  .  the  U.  C.  concerts,  the  Little  Symphony.  .  .  we  are 
not  trying  to  lure  away  the  live  audience  which  is  as  important  to  music  as  is  the 
live  musician.  Our  hope  is,  rather,  that  as  the  fame  of  the  Bach  Festival  spreads  on 
frequency -modulated  wings,  in -person  attendance  will  increase;  this  has  been  the 
pattern  whenever  and  wherever  the  microphone  has  hung  in  the  concert  hall.  We 
expect,  therefore,  that  this  initial  forward  step  in  the  expansion  of  KPFA's  service 
to  live  music  in  Northern  California,  which  will  be  followed  by  further  steps  along 
the  same  path,  will  work  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned.

One  quiet  Tuesday  afternoon  a  few  weeks  ago,  one  of  our  subscribers,  an  Oakland 
physician  called  in  stating  that  he  had  decided  to  make  a  $50  gift  to  the  station. 
After  a  quick  look  at  our  rather  sad  subscription  returns  for  the  week,  we  decided  to 
use  the  $50  for  a  matching  grant  fund,  thus  making  it  possible  for  a  new  subscriber 
to  join  in  KPFA's  support  for  only  $5  for  a  year's  subscription.
